Part 4 presented the stabilized bias circuit and gave the hows and 

whys of is operation. Remember that by holding bese voltage 
fairly constant and putting a resistor in the emitter lead, the 
emitter voltage will change with current in such a way as to keep 
collector and emitter current constant. Revall oar three basic facts 
for biasing: 1) The base-emitter voltage drop is roughly 0.3 volts for 
Germanium and 06 volts for Silicon; 2) Collector current (Ic) 
equals base current (Tb) times beta; 3) Ohm.s Law:E—IxR. Add 
‘one more, that emitter curreat roughly equals collector current ina 
‘god transistor, and we have all the ammunition to apply this 
Sreuit. 
Doing the example of Part 3 again, we have a 10-volt power supply, 
abet of 100, andwe want to bias a Silicon transistor so the Vee is 
Svolts and Te is 10 mills, Let us determine the resistor values ina 
step-by-step procedure. 

1) Select a value for Ve. This is quite flexible, but should be 
‘between 1 and 3 volts. except in the case where baltery vollage is 
low (say 15 volts), in which case make Ve about 1.3 of the suppiy 
voltage whichever is less. Here we choose Ve equal to2 volts. 

2) Determine Re. By Ohm's Law, itis 2 volts-10 ma or Re— 20 

3) Determine Re. This resistor must drop 10-5-2 or 3 volts at 10 
ma. Tis value is this 900 ohms. 

44) Determine R1_ Since Vb (4-) is 19 volts here and Vb is 2 volts 
plus 06 volts, or 2.8 volts, and Tb — le-beta or 0.1 ma, we wanta 
Fesistor todrop 74 velts at 1 ma, according to our rule of thumb. 
‘Tus R1 is 7-4 K ohms, 

5) Determine R2. Vb is still 2.6 volts and Vb (_-) is now 0 volts, or 
sound, Our rule of thumb tells us that nine times Ib or 0.8 ma mus t 
flow theough Ra. We want a resistor to drop 26 volls at 09 ma, 
which is roughly 2.8 K ohms. 

Doing the jobstep by atepas above makes the computations 
easy. Once you have determined the bias conditions, a little 
thinking and the techniques above willget you through 

This circuit is very widely used. from audio amplifiers to 
regulated power supplies. Itis highly recommended for amateur 
use, due 10 its high stability. You might want to look at some 
transistor schematics and determine the biasing approach used. it 
will probably be some form of the stabilized bias circuit.

this was to become the rule rather than the exception, Due to our 
latesiart and the rough water we didn’t make very good time =1d. 
‘wewere lucky to reach a campsite before nightfall. By then we 1 
missed our evening sked. Thus the pattern developed. There was 
‘always something unforseen that kept us from stopping and 
keeping our skeds. 

‘The trip was taking longer than we had planned and after our 
second day outwe kad yet to make one of our skeds— although we 
had tried lo contact WB4EFD that non unsuccessfully. We con 
cluded that the vertical wouldn't get us out and that we would have 
too the dipole — but where to string it with water and mangrove 
‘swamp all about us, On the third day we thought we would take a 
short cut and make up some lost time, Alas we got ourselves up a 
creek, both figuratively and literally. When the tide went aut we 
were left high and dry — fortunately for us it did not rain, but 
spending the night in a loaded canoe was no joy. When morning 
ceme we started backtracking, more determined than ever 10 
establish radio contact. Our time was running out and we hed 
completed only half the trip. Soon the park rangers would be 
looking forus. Once out of the creek we headed for the Gulf whieh 
we hit in the evening. There we found a large oyster bar — first 
firm earth we had feit in days. While sampling fresh oysters we 
‘quickly got the dipole up six feet in the air between a namgrove tree 
and a huge piece of driftwood. 

Again we were toolatefor cur evening sked! Bu tas the sun sank 
into the Gulf we made contact with Thomas Terry, WASBYV, in 
Bradenton who kindly called the XYL of WB4IAO in Gainesville 
apd informed her of our progress or lack of progress, She in cura 
called the park rangers and told them we would be coming i n late 
She also informed loved ones in Gainesville of our delay. 

‘Amazing what one watt of rf and a dipole six feet off the ground 
can do. From then on in we started making our morning skeds with 
‘Don, K4BGF, in Gainesville, Doo, WB4JXK, in Fort Lauderdale 
‘stood by as a relay station. But most of the time we were 579 in 
Gainesville, 

On oar sixth day out, Don informed us of heavy thunderstorms 
headed our way. Needless to say we broke camp quickly and 
headed north using outboard motors. About noon the storm hit us 
but we pushed on, as wet as we were, and finally terminated the 
trip that evening in the Everglades 

With hindsight we can say now that we should have chosen our 
sked times better and that we should have field tested the vertical 
in the canoe before the trip. We would like to thank all those Florids 
hams who were listening for us — even if we didn't make the skeds, 
‘twas reassuring to know somoone was there if an emergency dic 
arise.
